An attempt to dig a wall in Greenfield, 


Ho., has resulted In thodlscovery thtvtun- 
derneath tho whole town thore ia a serloi 
of cnvca, some of great alzo and all filled 
with Tvnmrkahle deposits of mlneralfl and 
fossil re mains of an unknown species of 
animal. 


When the well diggers reached a distance 


of IS feet below thu surface, they struck 
the entr.inre lo whut nppOAred to bo a CUV- 
erji cxteinlln^ In a horizontal line from 
the well. The cntnuico estends downward 
for tight fcot, when it opens Into a cavo of 
oonsidernhlt: extent, protiahly 30 foot long 
and 12 feet to the celling, with nn occa- 
sional chimney extending apparently al- 
most to tho Biirface of the earth. 


From this room what appears to bo a 


water channel, now dry, leads off Into the 
bowels of the earth. Tlie openings aro so 
narrow as to ho almost ImpassAbla. Gveat 
chimneys or fissures leading up toward 
tho eurfnco wero frequently found, some 
of them 15 or more feet hl(;h. 


This tortuous way was followed for 800 


or ^00 fret. It WAS so difficult to traverse 
that snlliolcnt light could not bo^got In to 
reveal the beauties of tho surroundings. 
Tho main entrance lends off In three dlrco- 
tionSj but only on a of them ha.s l>een ex- 
plored. Tho dimensions of tho others can 
only be gues#o<]f butthero aro peculiarities 
noted in various wells around the town 
that lend to Iho belief that boncAth the 
whole town (hero Is a honeycomb of caves. 


Alx>ut 400 feet from tho entrance a rnv 


of light breaks into tlio passage, bxit tl 
way H s<> difficult, to follow that tho source 
of the light cannot be found. It is sup- 
po~eil, however, that ft is from tho open- 
ing of one of the many wells that havo 
been drilled down through the cave's pas- 
ftiKos. There arc four wells in n direct 
lino with each other hut a block or more 
apart. When they were l«ing sunk smoke 
from tho-powder blasts In one would !>o 
ROC n coining out of the, mouths of tho oth- 
ers, proving conclusively that they wero 
connected by underground passage way ft,—

When tho well diggers reached 5 distance 


of 18 feet below the surface, they struck 
tho entrance to what appeared to be a cav- 
ern 01 tending In a horizontal lino from 
the well- The entrjnce extends downward 
for eight feet, when it opens into a CATO of 
considerable eitent, probably 80 feet long 
and IS feet to tho celling, with on occa- 
sional chinmuy extending nppnrcntly al- 
most to tho surface of tho enrth. 


From tills room whrtt appenri to bo a 


water channel, now dry, loads off into tho 
bowels of 'the earth. Tho openings are so 
narrow tts to be almost impassable.
